The first leadership school in Home 
Demonstration Work was held in Elba 
January 25th, under the direetion of 
Miss Helen Kennedy, Nutrition Spee- 
ialist of Auburn, assisted by Miss 
Bertha Lee Fergurson, District Agent 
of Southeast Alabama. The purpose 
of this school is to train and develop 
leaders of the 4-H Woman’s Clubs 
which are organized throughout the 
county. 

The major project for the county 
is nutrition and Miss Kennedy gave a 
demonstration of “Vogetables, their 
use in the diet” and “Milk, its place 
in the diet.” Miss 
stressed the necessity of leadership in 
the clubs and urged the representa- 
tives from'the district clubs in the 
county to continue the co-operative 
program of club leadership, She also 
gave the plans that are now being 
worked out for four scholarships to 
women in home demonstration clubs 
which will be given to members enter- 
ing a competitive contest and the 
women winning will be given a trip 
to the Farmers Weck Meeting at Au- 
burn in August.
